OTTAWA, Oct. 29—(CP)— 
Observers in Ottawa are discus- 
sing the possibility that Pre- 
mier Mitchell Hepburn's sudden 
resignation as Premier of On- 
tario may eventually result in 
his return to the House cf 
Commons—perbaps as an inde- 
pendent member sitting with 
the opposition. (He represent- 
ed Elgin West in the Dominion 
House from 1926 to 1934—a 
“stormy petrel” Liberal.) 

During his career ss _ pro- 
vincial premier, Mr. Hepburn 
has been outspoken in his criti- 
cism of Prime Minister Macken- 
zie King, and it is considered in 
Ottawa that a seat in the fede - 
al House would enable him 
even more vigorously to cor- 
tinue this role. 

Students of the federal politi- 
cal situation feel—us do many 
of Mr. Hepburn’s persona) 
friends—that he is unlikely to 
remain long asbent from puble 
life, uuless bis resignation were 
prompted by reasons of health, 

Mindful of Mr, Hepburn’'s 
success in the provincial field, 
and his record while a member 
of the House of Commons, fed- 
era! Liberals are by no means 
convinced be has left politics 
for good, ‘lespite his declaration 
that he intends henceforth to 
devote himself to the manaye- 
ment of his Elgin county farm, 

It has been suggested here 
that the former premier might 
be “mentioned” as a candidate 
for some post of leadership in 
the Conservative party, and the 
source suggesting this possibili- 
ty pointed to his friendship for 
Lt.-Col, George Drew, Untario 
Conservative leader, and to the 
efforts Mr. Hepburo put for- 
ward on behalf of Rt, Hon, 
Arthur Meighen, the present 
Conservative leader, in Mr, 
Meigben’s unsuccessful attempt 
to win the by-election in York 
South last winter. Mr, Hep- 
burn's views upou the prose- 
cution of the war are the same 
as those of the Conservative 
party, one senior Conservative 
bas pointed out, 

However, it is not considered 
likely that Mr, Hepburn would 
“carry a Conseivative conven- 
tion,” and be himself bas said 


he wiil not attend the party 
convention to be held in Winn‘- 
peg in December. At _ this 
mee ing, a party leader will be 
elected and a platform drafted. 

Sclective Priorities—Selective 
Service offivers say professional

‘Chey may still 
take a 50-mile round vip, how- 
ever, and those locali ies which 
have no other “.vasonably 
direct” form of public transpor- 
tation will not be affected by 
the order, The department 
will, at its discretion, make ex- 
ceptions to the general order 
where circumstances justify it.

Germination Tests and Dormancy 

Two years ago, we installed two 
germinators with electrical tempera- 
ture control and invited farmers to 
submit samples of their small grain 
seeds for testing. Nearly 5,000 farm- 
ers’ samples were tested. Last year, 
9,083 samples passed through our 
laboratory. 

What may be expected of us this 
year, remains to be seen, We shall 
do our best to meet all demands; but 
take this opportunity to urge farmers 
to bring their seed samples into grain 
buyers for forwarding to us at the 
earliest possible date, and so enable 
us to spread the work over a long 
season. We are certain to be taxed 
(with samples!) to the limit in 
February and March. ¢ 

Last fall we announced the installa- 
tion of a refrigerating pre-chiller, The 
a pe of this was to enable us to 
xegin testing early without fear of 
underestimating the germination per- 
centage as a result of dormancy, 
Some samples, as we have explained 
before, require a sort of ‘rest period,’ 
germinating very poorly in the 
autumn gand gradually improving 
towards spring. 

By keeping the moistened seeds at 
a temperature of 50°F, for three days 
(pre-chilling), the dormancy can be 
broken. To make sure that our 
machine was doing the job well, we 
tested 24 samples in November with 
and without pre-chilling. Then the 
following January, and again in May, 
we re-tested without pre-chilling. 
Results: November, pre-chilled, 80%; 
November, not pre-chilled,g 45%; 
January, not pre-ehilled, 69 per cent 
and May, not pre-chilled, 83 per cent. 
Thus, our pre-chiller enabled us to 
get accurate, results in November 
which could * otherwise only have 
been obtained the following spring.
